Washington, November 27.—Much of 
the work of the census bureau during 
the past year as disclosed by the annual 
report of Dr. S. N. L. North, the direc- 
tor, mag@® public today related to the 
census of manufactures of 1905, to-the 
preparation and publication of statistics 
on municipal finance and to the collec- 
tion, tabulation and publication of prompt 
and accurate reports on the cotton crop. 
The repert shows that the work cost 


ing $235.667 less than congress appropri- 
ated for it. 

Annual estimates of the population of 
the various states and territories are 
made by the department to establish 
death rates in the yital statistics reports, 
In 1905 thirteen states took enumerations 
of the population, the total being 25,793,- 
236. Ine estimate of the census of the 
population of these states, at the same 
time, was 25,743,311, a ditference of only 
49.925. Dr. North has planned in con- 
nection with the annual municipal re- 
port a series of: statistical stuuies of im- 
portant phases of municipal deveiopment 
in parks, markets, paviug, sewers, po- 
lice anu fire departments, patns, scnoois 
and iloraries. 

‘ine report says concerning the cotton 
reports tnat it nas been the earnest de- 
sire of tne Wureau to bring 1s system 
uf reporting to the highest possipie de- 
gree of etiiciency. “A compie.e record 
of the quantity of cotton ginned,’’ it 
states, “is noc possibie unless tne gin- 
ners report accurately the output of tneir 
BINS. Lnat. the gréac ‘majoricy of tnem 
uo this, 1 have no uouvct; tnat many nave 
talieud to do is maue evident by the dis- 
trioution report and in some _ sections 
tnere are signs of a more or less con- 
certed purpose to understate the gin- 
nings in the hope of influencing the cur- 
rent price of the crop. There can be no 
question that the census reports have 
veen worth many millions of dollars to 
the cotton planters by protecting the 
market trom assauits of speculators 
whose privately gathered statis.ics no 
ionger carry weignt when they § differ 
from the census.”’ 

Director North recommends the enact- 
ment of more rigid laws to enable census 
officials to secure information.
